tions.

received five messages out of 
ten involving a lengthy transla- 
tion of the Marus novel which he 
had never read. The conditions 
imposed by investigators left no 
chance of fraud. 


Experts discard 
th« 
theory 
that Murray possesses an abnor- 
mally acute sense of hearing and 
prefer to believe that we are now 
on the brink of the 
strangest 


field of scientific 
Investigation 


with every prospect of discover- 
ing a means of using the uncon- 
scious mind for the purpose of 
communicating ideas. 


One eminent investigator de- 


clares that thought 
waves go 


forth from the 
human 
mind 


much after the fashion of elec- 
trical impulses and, when prop- 
erly controlled, impinge upon the 
thought waves of other minds 
which are sympathetically tuned. 
He cites tne well-known physi- 
cal fact that glass tuned in to 
give a note when struck creates 
the same note in other glasses 
which 'are similarly tuned. This 
leads to the theory that human 
beings desiring to communicate 
with each other need only ex- 
periment with each other to find 
the most faiorable circumstances 
for thought transmission. 


Recent disclosures of the nat- 


ture point to the fifct that at 
least halt a dozen of England's 
foremost scientists are actively 
engaged in this field of research 
and delving constantly^ into the 
unchartered regions of mental 
activity with remarkable results 


Sir Oliver Lodge is emphatic 


in his belief that communication 
between human beings need not 
depend on mechanical devices. 
The English scientists have 


been able to enlist the. coopera- 
tion of some of the greatest laj- 
men, such as Gilbert Murray, thus 
insuring the rigid tests by disin- 
terested, but able minds.

on by the persistence of a Liver- 
more girl, government red tape was 
swept aside and -student dentists 
of a Manila college volunteered 
to risk the chance of leprosy Infec- 
tion to treat 10,2 leper children In 
the Philippine isolation canton.

Concannon. formerly of Livermore. | 
is proving of much interest to her j 
friends in the Livermore Valley.

The Red Cross Courier, published 


in Washington, D. C., gave the fol- 
lowing interesting account of how 
she secured dental treatment for 
leper children in a Manila hospital: 


"In the San Lazaro Hosni'.al in 


Manila, 102 children who are re- 
ceiving treatment for, leprosy nre 
rejoicing today because there* is in 
the world a Junior Red Cross. 
These 'children rantre In age? from 
a tot fo three years to a girl of 
seventeen. 


"Miss Mary Concannon, director 


of Junior Rer Cross for the Manila 
Chapter, learned that the leper 
children had never received dental 
treatment, although it was badly 
needed. She determined that this 
must continue no longer and' wim 
true Red Cross courage and inge- 
nuity set about to find a remedy. 


"The Public Health Service was 


unable to send its dentists to the 
hospital and none of the corps of 
dentists employed in the Junior 
Red Cross dental clinic could treat 
the lepers.

not discouraged.

It takes courage to do 
such, work but every man in th« 
senlT class of nine members in- 
sisted upon bein • permitted to giv» , 
his services free. 
"The hospital provided a, room 


for the dentists and .tlso transpor- 
tation from the university. Th* 
Junior Red Cross supplied the in- 
struments and medicines and the 
crowning gift of dental skill was 
contributed by 
i youn- men of 


the dental cl^ss."

Dr. Salomon placed a magnifi- 


cent wreath on the monument 
and offered a lengthy discourse 
outlining the effects of Washing- 
ton's leadership on the actions of

Spanish rule and drawing com- 
parisons between the 
lives and 


acts of Washington and Simon 
Bolivar, the Peruvian liberator.

TEACHING GOODNESS.

But it is not so easy. 


Words,, however good, however fine in tradition, will not make 


children good., Telling them stories about what happened to boys 
and girls who did wrong helps very little. The lively youngsters are 
likely to be saying, "The dumb bell. 
To be caught like that. Why 


didn't the boob do something and get away? 
You bet I would." 


And then they review the bad child's escapades and enlarge upon 
their own stronger intelligence which, would have enabled them to 
have dont the job better. 
No—that's dangerous. 


And telling them of the rewards that come to good children isn't 


very effective, either. 
Usually they yawn and say, "O, my father 


would give me that without all that fuss about it. That wasn't so 
much to do." You see children are such born egotists. 
The first 


thing they'do Yrhcn you tell them of other children—bad and good— 
is to put themselves in that place and go it one better. 


But fortunately children are bprn good. 
Our problem is |o keep 


them good. 
I know of no better way to do this than by having them 


surrounded by good people—people who believe in doing as nearly 
right as u possible—people who practice what they wish the children 
to perform. 
It does BO good to tell a child that he must never, never 


tell a lie and then say, "O, Buddie, just tell him that I'm not in and 
if he asks when I will be in, just say you don't know. 
I don't want 


to be bothered with him." 


It won't do the least bit of good, either, to tell a child he ought to 


be unselfish and that he ought to keep tha golden rule, and then 
calmly take the biggest piece of cake with the most raisins in it and 
hold on to the funny sheet even when you are not loooking at it, and 
sit squarely in front of the fire so nobody else gets a chance at all. 
If you do such tilings your words are not going past the child's ears. 
He it wondering why you should so carefully remember to make your- 
self comfortable under all circumstances and why it is that you never 
make a mistake and forget. And being an intelligent child he is likely 
to arrive at the conclusion that you make rather a point of taking care 
of yourself. 


You sec, I believe that goodness can be taught—not out of books, 


or by any fixed code—but by surrounding the children with people 
who are good. You would raise your hands in horror at the thought 
of letting a child live with people who did bad things because he might 
learn of them. And of course you would be "right. 


Then why cannot a child learn goodness in just the way he would 


Icarn badness—by example and imitation followed by teaching and 
precept? I think it-can be done. 
I know that it is done.
